The ability to read and write 
is something most of us take 
for granted. 

But, imagine how different 
our worlds would be if we lost 
these skills? 

Andrea Menig is a Fort Erie 
resident who went through 
that ordeal in 1991 after suffer¬ 
ing a brain aneurysm which 
forced her to start her life all 

“All the things healthy peo¬ 
ple take for granted was com¬ 
pletely wiped out,” she said. 
“Twenty years of my life’s 
experiences were gone. I 
couldn't even remember if I 
liked pancakes.” 

With nowhere left to turn 
after being discharged from 
the hospital, it was Menig’s 
mother who came in contact 
with the Fort Erie Adult 
Literacy Council (ALC) seek¬ 
ing help.

such a success, they decided 
to hold it every two years, as 
tickets are fairly costly. 

DiMartile said she was 
very pleased with how the 
guests bought into the 
theme this year, helping 
make it one of the best din¬ 
ners they've had.

“It's a global issue and it's 
not always easy to make 
people aware of this, but 
Andrea made it really hit 
home for some.” 

She said Menig was cho¬ 
sen as the speaker for the bi¬ 
annual gala because of her 
willingness to tell her story. 

"Most people, let alone 
learners, don’t want to stand 
up and talk to a room filled 
with 300 people at a black- 
tie affair. She showed she 
has no problems with her 
language skills and I was 
extremely moved by her 
speech.”

fundraisers and it’s expected 
to bring in about $20,000 to 
$30,000 to go towards pro¬ 
gramming. 

About 55 adults are using 
the organization for learning 
partnerships and one-to- 
one tutoring sessions.

It's probably safe to say 
that hockey is Fort Erie's 

There are many others 
offered here for kids to 
play like soccer, baseball 
and football and all of 
them don't have any prob¬ 
lems with enough athletes 
registering but when it 
comes to the average inter¬ 
est of local individuals the 
puck and the stick are sym¬ 


bols of what a lot of resi¬ 
dents hold very close to 
them...especially when the 
post season hits the ice. 

There are three 
Canadian teams in this 
year's NHL playoffs and 
their fans are dispersed 
throughout the country. 
But when you look at the 
Buffalo Sabres, who many 
experts and fans believe 
will go very far this year, 
there is a lot of talk about 
them here in Fort Erie. 

Many local residents 
have grown up cheering for 
the Sabres because they 
are very close to us and 
their arena can literally be 
seen from Fort Erie. 

In this week's issue, you 
will read a story about the 
executive director of the 
Binational Tourism 


Alliance running for a 
political position, saying 
she wants to focus on 
cross-border issues and the 
collaboration between 
both neighbouring coun¬ 
tries. Since the Sabres were 
founded in 1970, Fort Erie 
has been the gateway for 
hockey fans from all over 
Ontario...most of whom 
attend games in Buffalo to 
see their favourite team as 
a visitor. I'm guessing the 
majority of Canadian 
Sabres fans are from 
Niagara, because of the 
close proximity... which I 
mentioned earlier.

I When buckets are required in the parish centre 
to keep the floor dry after numerous repairs 
there comes a time to replace the roof in its en¬ 
tirety. The church roof was in poor condition, 
the bell tower roof had not been replaced in 
approximately 50 years and the parish centre 
roof was leaking. 

At St Paul’s annual vestry it was decided to 
" go with a steel roof that will last this historic 
church through another 100 years of worship and service. A steel roof has a higher intitial cost than asphalt 
shingles but is much more durable and more environmentally friendly. It can be 100% recycled and with 
the installation the old shingles need not be removed saving the planet the waste and the parish the cost of 
removing and dumping them. DLD Roofing of Courtland, Ontario is our contractor and a specialist in this 
type of roofing. The colour of the roof will also add esthetic integrity to our building as the original roof was 
slate and the colour will be much closer to its former appearance.
